The Deceased Wife's Sister's Bill has again been rejected by the House 

of Lords, mainly through the instrumentality of the twenty Bishops, wao 
converted a minority of eleven into a majority of nine, It was perhaps only 
to be expected, considering what has usually been the attitude of the Church 
to this question, that the spiritual peers should have vote daz they did. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in his decidedly clever speech, was able to appeal 
to Roman Law, early Christian practice, and the canons of the Uburch of 
England in defence of his position. But his claim to invoke the Mosaic Law 
as one of his authorities is a matter which Jews cannot but call in question. 
Jewish authorities regard marriage with a deceased wife's sister as perfectly 
permissible, and even meritorious. In a question of Biblical interpretation, 
there can be no more powerful argument than that which is derived from

_ Jewish custom, and the history of Jewish thought and practice. The fact, 


therefore, that Jewish authorities have invariably offered no obstacle to 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister ought, as was once urged by the Rev, 
G. J. Emanuel, to be conclusive. The passage usually referred to in this 
discussion is Leviticus xviii., 18: “Thou shalt not take a woman to her 
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sister, to be a rival wife to her . .- + « 
Obviously the meaning of this command is that a man shall not marry two 
sisters concurrently, so that the one becomes what is known among Arabian 
peoples as a “ rival-wife” to the other. That no objection was contemplated 
to marrying a deceased wife’s sister may be inferred from the _Levirate Law 
which in certain cases enjoined as a positive duty marriage with a deceased 
brother's wife; while marriage with a living brother’s wife was of course 
forbidden. It is sometimes contended by those who are opposed to marriage 
with a deceased wife’s sister that Leviticus xviii., 18, signifies : “ Thou shalt 
not take one woman unto another to be a rival wife unto her,” so that it is 
to be understood as a prohibition of polygamy. The genius of the Hebrew 
language would, of course, permit of the words having this meaning. But 
it is absolutely excluded by the consideration that the Mosaic Law does not 
prohibit polygamy. 

Whatever verdict may be given as to the main principles of the 
project for the purpose of continuing the Board Schools Religion 
Classes, of which we gaye a summary last week, there can be no 
difference of opinion as to the ability with which the Scheme has been 
drafted by Mr. Lionel L. Alexander. He no doubt found a very 
congenial task in thus giving form and substance to the ideas tentatively put 
forward by Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen, whose ingenuity in designing new 
schemes of administration is only excelled by his indomitable energy in 


securing approval of them from those leading members of the community. 


whom he is as willing to follow as to lead. The Project, as originally 
submitted to the Committee of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion 
of Religions Knowledge, was drafted by Mr. Alexander, with some 
slight assistance from the Rey. D. Fay, the devoted Honorary Secretary of the 
Association, and was amended by a Sub-Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Mr. Alexander, comprising the Chief Rabbi, two representatives of 
Jewish Voluntary Schools and the Executive of the Association. Then it 
had to be reviewed in its final shape by the whole of the General Committee 
before submission to the subscribers, after which it will have to run the 
gauntlet of the Councils of the United Synagogue, the Spanish and 
Portuguese and Berkeley Street congregations and the Federation of Syna- 
gogues—a severe ordeal for any Scheme, however wisely framed. But it is 
necessary that the grave crisis which religious education of Jewish pupils 
at Board Schools has. reached should be brought home forcibly to those 
responsible for the religions administration of the London community. 
Fortunately, the President of the Association, Mr. H. Lucas, is a Vice- 
President of the United Synagogue, and when the Scheme, which he also 
has had some share in launching, is submitted to the Council, it 
will have the benefit of his cogent advocacy. Not only will the 
birth of the Scheme be attended by grievous dangers, but even when 
it is actually in existence its success will depend upon the spirit in 
which the “ yoluntary rate” is accepted by individual members of congrega- 
tions. These points do not even yet exhaust the dangers awaiting the 
embryonic Scheme. There must: be found willing men to undertake this 
fresh administrative work. Here will be found the real test whether the 
alleged interest of Jews in religious education is bat platform cant or a 
genuine sentiment. 


‘ Phenomenal” is a word used for the first time by the Government 
Inspectors to describe, in their rigidly formal reports, the mathematical work 
in both departments of the Jews’ Free School. Lord Rothschild, the Presi- 
dent of the School, was amply justified in drawing the attention of the large 
audience assembled at the School on Sunday to the full significance of 
the use of this term; for it is the climax of a gamut of past pleasant 
phrases, such as “admirable,” “very good,” ‘ excellent.” Results so 
described cannot be achieved without equally praiseworthy administration 
throughout the Institution, from the youngest pupil teacher to the veteran 
Head Master, who can look with unqualified pride to the achievements of 
his fifty-four years’ rule. The excellence of the secular education is not 
obtained at any sacrifice of the religious instruction, for we have it on the 
authority of the Chief Rabbi and of Mr. Israel Abrahams, the Examiner. 
that it has now reached a standard which is an eloquent testimony to 


the earnest painstaking methods of the Rev. Michael Adler, B.A., the Head 
Teacher in Hebrew and Religion. 3 


While the death of the Sultan of Morocco may have a prejudicial effect 
on the already precasious situation of the Jews in that Empire, a recent 
important political event in Bulgaria is not likely to cause any change for 
the worse in the status of the Jewish subjects of Prince Ferdinand. The 
dismissal of the “ Eastern Bismarck,’ M. Stambouloff, and his replacement 
by Dr. Stoiloff, have not ‘affected with apprehension the Jews in that 
Principality, Not that the ex-Premier was by any means unfriendly to the 
Jews ; on the contrary, for the complete equality with the other citizens which 
they now enjoy they are largely indebted to this eminent statesman. But Dr. 
Stoiloff, his successor, has still more strongly pronounced Jewish sympathies. 
It was he who acted as Senior Counsel last autumn at Rahova for the Jews 
of Wratza charged with the alleged murder of a Christian child ; and it was 
chiefly due to his eloquence and his powerful defence of the humanity of Jews 
in general and of their regard for the lives of their fellow creatures, that the 
prisoners were adjudged innocent of the crime for which they were arraigned. 
Dr, Stoiloff, it is well known in Bulgaria, holds very close and cordial relations 
with several of the principal Jews in Sofia ; so that with a friendly head of 
the Government and a sympathetic Minister of Public Worship in M. 
Natchevitch, there is every reason to anticipate that the equality of the Jews 
before the law will be fully safeguarded by the present Cabinet,

fairness with which he refers to Jewish influence in his poy 
work on ‘English Democracy,” (Swan Sonnenschein). | Mr, White 
says sjitefal things, but in the main his indgment 


may well be accepted as that of an outside spectator who is not biassed in our 
favour. . He points out that ‘ the existence of bodies of Jews in our mids 

with their proverbial mastery of economic truth, full of the instincts of com. 
mercialism, and for the most part enthusiastic champions of the indefeasible 
rights of private ownership, is an unmixed advantage in a socialistic 
proletariat.” Mr. White has not failed to notice that the chief sufferers from 
the admission to England of Jewish récidivistes are the English Jews. and 
that “the poverty of the newcomers falls on them, and if crime is per- 
petrated, the reputation of the most law-abiding race in [Europe is injured,” 
The influence of the Jewish Unemployed Committee is greatly exaggerated, 
as was shown by its utter collapse last winter, and Mr. White is not at all 
accurate in his statement with regard to the * paramount influence established 
in England by the Hebrew community,” when he refers to the School Board 
question. The most generous of Mr. White’s flattering allusions is the 
following: ‘‘In philanthropy, the Jews are admittedly.the most generons 
of people, and conduct their charities in the way that makes them the 
models for the civilised world. As patrons of art, science and literature, 
they have advanced the refinement and civilisation of our country, And in 
no small measure the literary and artistic merit of their contributions to 
national taste in beauty of form and colour, the drama or the belles lettres 
generally, have created the position England occupies in such matters before 
the civilised world.” By-the-bye, Mr. White ignores the prominent part 
taken by Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., M.P., in advocating Bimettalism. In 
his preface, we should not omit to mention, Mr. White includes ‘ the infusion 
of Jewish mind and thrift,” among ‘the more hopeful elements in_ the pros- 
pect now opening before us.” 


The sermon which was delivered by Mr. Claude G. Montefiore in the 
Reform Synagogue at Manchester on Saturday last dealt with a 
subject which is of ever increasing consequence to Judaism in England. 
The relation of the so-called observant Jew and the so-called non-observant 
to Judaism itself -touches deeply the question of the immediate future 
of Judaism. Mr. Montefiore’s conception is a sound one, that the first 
essential of a man’s Judaism is his consciousness of being a Jew. A man 
of Hebrew race, who is living a highly moral life, must not be considered 
to be outside Judaism even though his observance of the ritual is reduced 
to a minimum. His consciousness of Judaism such as it is should be 
encouraged and strengthened—not discouraged and repelled. He may then 
feel from within the need of a religions embodiment, and he may come t 
recognise the value and the obligation of taking an active part in the 
outward religious life of the community to which he feels himself to 


belong. Mr. Montefiore asks: ‘Is this a destructive teaching ?” We 
have no hesitation in replying that it is not destructive, but 


eminently constructive. The action of the synagogue in the past, it is true, 
has not been on these lines, The tendency has been rather to lop off the 
drooping branches of the Jewish tree. But for such an attitude, men of the 
type of Spinoza on the one hand, and the elder Disraclion the other, might have 
been induced to maintain the sense of their identity with the Jewish cause. 
Mr. Montefiore frankly admits that the Jew who is observant, in addition to 
being a worthy member of society, is a better Jew than the one who, thouga 
an excellent member of society, is non-observant. But his point !s that . 
Jew who is living a pure and a noble life, and who also preserves a consclol™” 
ness of his identity with the people of Israel, is a type of Israelite not alien 10 
the spirit of Judaism. The question is of vital'importance, and we commen 

to our readers the perusal of Mr. Montefiore’s eloquent and high-toned dis- 
course. Such a sermon from such a preacher, layman though he be, af 
undoubted service to the furtherance of our religious ideas, and 1t 18 only. : 
be regretted that the opportunities are so few and far between for a preachet 
of Mr. Montefiore’s type.

forms the ideal of the Alliance Israclite and of its English kindred body. 
Mr. Simon pointed out that the very existence of the Association was the 
peculiar indication of a free people, and that the degree of its strength, which 
depended more upon numbers than upon actual amounts collected, might be 
regarded as the measure of that freedom. |

“THE NEW STRUGGLE FOR RELIGIOUS LIBERTY.” 


Sirk,—There is nothing { can complain of in the tone 6f Mr. N.S. Joseph's 
letter in answer to mine. It is even possible that he may not have realised the 
impression his article was calculated to produce on the minds of all conscientious 
and conforming Christians, I am willing to admit this. Still I am certain that 
anyone who may read that article, together with my letter, will see that my pro- 
test was needed, and that my criticisms were not unfounded, It was not the 
“simple array of facts” to which I took exception, but the “ commentaries upon 
those facts,’ which, if I do not misinterpret Mr. J oseph’s Judaism, he will recog 
nise as capable of materially modifying the meaning of the facts. I regret the 
clerical or printer’s error which substituted “ highly paid”’ for “ highly placed,” 
as the epithet of the ecclesiastics, for whose smiles Mr. J oseph finds it necessary 
tu warn any Jew against “ bartering his birthright’’; but I cannot plead guilty 
to any other errors or “ misquotations.” It is true Mr, Joseph does not say in so 
many words, that tbe word Christian has nothing to do with Christianity, but he 
does tell us “ that the word Christian has two distinct meanings, and that there 
are many—probably the large majority of professing Christians in this country 
—who call themselves Christians without any belief in doctrinal Christianity.” 

Mr. Joseph’s illustration from Judaism illustrates my meaning too. For- 
surely, it was not for the attenuated Judaism represented only by the “ Mono: 
theistic Idea’ that “ the blood of his martyred ancestors’’ flowed freely ; but 
rather for liberty to believe in, and to practise, the rites and observances which 
constitute so large a part of Rabbinical Judaism, And are there not thousands, 
I might almost say millions of Jews, who are now suffering asort of martyrdom 
for a cause, which is to them what “* Church—Catechism—Christianity” is to 
Christians ? 

Mr. J oseph’s reference to Jonah is neat and suggestive. But if I read the 
old story right, Jonah was not one who acted up to his profesiions, but brought 
upon himself God’s displeasure and rebuke for his want of charitable sentiments 
towards citizens of another creed. Perhaps an “independent candidate ’ 
might have done better! 

‘But I have no desire to continue this controversy. ‘I'he discussion will have 
done no harm, if it has only shown that two men bound by mutual esteem, and 
moved by a common desire to help their community, may widely differ in their 
interpretation of each other’s views, thus serving as a further argument in favour 
of that true tolerance and respect for the convictions of others, the spirit of 
which seemed to me to be absent from the paper of your correspondent,

EDUCATION IN GERMANY, : 
Sir,—I crave permission to make the following observations on Dr, Heinrich 
Cohn’s letter in the Jewish Chronicle of June 8th. The failure of Count Zedlitz's 
Elementary Schools Bill in 1892 was due to the circumstance that its essential 
parts were in general contradiction to the educational policy of the German 
Empire. The following three leading principles were proposed : (1) The prin- 
ciple of denominational separation, ¢¢., that all the children of one confession 
should go to schools and should be taught by teachers of theirown denomina- 
tion exclusively ; (2) the influence of the clergy on the schools: the hitherto 
well-working (Municipal) School Board was to be limited to external adminis- 
tration, whilst the superintendence of the teaching in each school was to be 
performed by representatives of its respective denomination; (0) the influence 
of the clergy on the teachers: the training of the teachers, the method of their 
instruction as wellas their appointment were to have been placed under the 
direction of the clergy. Had the Bill passed, the elementary schools throughout 
Germany would have been handed over to the Churches. As applied to Jews, 
the Bill would have caused the establishment of Jewish Board Schools in which 
only Jewish children would have been taught by Jewish teachers. The conse- 
quence of this proposed arrangement would have been the total separation of all 
Jewish children from their Christian fellows, their segregation in a modern 
Ghetto. ‘ 
Whereas the striving during the last 15) years has aimed at the aboli- 
tion of separateness and contrasts between Jews and non-Jews, at Jews 
thoroughly identifying themselves with the culture and progress of the country, 
Count Fedlitz’s Biil would have thrown the Jews back into the Middle Ages. 
With good reason, the whole intelligence of the German Jewish population 
ranged itself on the side of those enlightened people who successfully opposed 
the Bill. Those few Jews who saw a small profit for Judaism, and therefore 
supported Count Zedlitz, had no influence whatever on the public opinion of the 
country. If noticed at all, they were recognised as fatal reactionists. _ 
It is true that the ‘‘ Judenhetze "’ existed before Count Zedlitz’s Bill, but if 
this Bill had become law, it would have intensified it beyond endurance. Phe 
small advantages would have been gained at the expense of all that told for pro- 
gress, equality, and fraternity, ‘here were happily, even among the mons 
orthodox as among the Rabbis,many who thought the questionable prize not ot ot 
the certain sacrifice, who did not disregard the homage due to Mendelssohn's 
memory. The National Jew (“ National-jude ") would have found his account 


in it; the German citizen of the Jewish faith (“der deutsche Staatsbiirger | 


Jiidischen Glaubens’’) would have been himself thrust back for ages : denomi-

FOREIGN POOR AND HOSPITAL ACCOMMODATION, 


Sirn,—When I addressed you a week or two ago on this subject it was 
merely because passing events rendered opportune the ventilation of the views 
impressed on one by a lengthened observation of the existing provisions for 
the relief of our sick poor, 1 endeavoured to b> temperate and judicious in my 
remarks and, therefore, avoided any pointed appeal for a Jewish Hospital, 
regarding that rather as.an ideal to be aspired to, than an end to be realived, 
My own special plea has been rather obscured by the subsequent correspondence. 
I directed my remarks to the reproach involved by the huye drain, which our 
poor brethren make on the resources of the out-patient depart nts of the 
great hospitals in the Kast End. Having shown that it results in dissatisfaction 
all round, that it is productive of much misundertanding. and prejudice 
reflecting discreditably on the name of Jew, | ventured to suggest that the time had 


arrived when we should divert the never ending concourse of our woe-stricken 


sick poor from institutions where they are unwelcome nuisances to an estab 
lishment of our own where from their own kith and kin they might hope for 
more intelligent and sympathetic treatment, ‘luis is the most important of 


the points of hospital administration for our poor, because until it is settled we 
shall be perpetuating a cruel evil in our midst. [I fearit is dilicult to & 1 
the uninitiated with a suflicient appreciation of the pointon which L esp ctally 
lay stress. ‘I'o the general public a hospital becomes identified with bed-riddea 
patients in wards to the disregard of the larger amount of attention 1b bestows 
ou out-patients, It may, therefore seem to m iny hke strainipg ata gaat aud 
swallowing a camel to p irade the sult ‘Triogs of Jewish out-patients, and r huire 
their redress, and almost unconsciously your correspon lents, who referred to 
my letter, speak of a proposed Jewish Hospita!. Tats, while it exposes a want 
ot familiarity with the actual method in which most of our sick poor got. their 
relief, reveals the desire which lurks in the hearts of so miny of our people 
for our own hospital, And this brings me to the letter of Mr. Louts D Lvidsonu 
who proposes to utilise the Metropolitan Hosp'tal for the reception of Jewish 


patients, Mr. Davidson practically acknowledges the dearth of hospital 
ascommodation for Jews. His mode of supplying the want ts inadequate, 
unsatisfactory and foredoomed to failure, if we may jadge by the resuits of 
similar experiments previously undertaken. The. «uestvion of a Jewish 
hospital ought to be kept distinct from the out-patient institulion i nave 
previously advocated. The latter is calculated to wipe out a blot; to efface an 
evil: the former is directed rather to supply a want. If we ree gnire the 
demand for hospital accommodation do not let us temporise by ture wing oOuree ves 
as burdens on existing hospitals. If we are received it isasan act ol courtesy or 
good feeling only, courted for our contributions, but our charges will be accepted 
very reluctantly. It does not require to be behind the scenes to recognise the 


inefficacy of Mr. Davidson's proposal. ‘The most casual visitors know that the 


arrangement produces only a very half-hearted compliance with the me cassities 
of the Jewish poor. As long as we foist ourselves more or less on the gener al 
institutions the ery for our own hospital will not cease from oar midst. — it i 
a fact that arrangements, such as Mr. Davidson proposes, tend merely to 
emphasise the want by dangling a remedy on the end of a string at d suddenty 
withdrawing it, It indicates that there is the potentiahty o: supply og the 
required article, bat we are deluded with a werthiess countertet:, au 'g og 
from the general opinion of the backbone of our —Lhe ldle- bss 
—those who have had friends and relatives in hospitals and woo speak wits 
some little ex perience, there 18 no subject on which more urnanimity exists than 
the necessity of possessing our OWN hospital, ne most uncomprom sity 
attitude of opposition should be taken up towards temports:ng measures which 
while not fulfilling their object divert attention from the proper and adey bate 
remedies. The matter isin the hands of thecommunity. Therecan be no doubt 
that a scheme for a Jewish Hospital would meet with such support as has 
never yet been accorded to any communal institution. Handreds would 
ive liberally whose names hardly appear anywhere in existing subscription 

“it would be unnecessary to act on the brilliant idea of Mr. Birnett and 
“appeal to Government.” It is indeed an achevement for an anonymous 
scribbler to have called forth the notice of that practical gentleman. He 1s 
perfectly entitled to appropriate to himself as much credit for his work in 
connection with the Home for Incurables as his inherited and a quired instincts 
of modesty permit him. But this does not afford hima mouopoly of economical 
wisdom or justify the patronising and domineering tone he assumes in hos 
sapient remarks. For years past has this self-same probiem demauded EY 
solution, and, however, we may ‘grapple with if, tt will resist all our efforts 
until the obvious indications it aflords are fulfilled. —

Srr.—For some years [ have on Hospital Sunday refused to give my small 


contribution towards that worthy object. If all the Hospitals (with the 
exception of the London, which provides a Jewish kiteben for the comfort of 
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‘n-patients of the Jewish faith) would have a notice affixed out- 
side buildiegs, stating “ No Jewish inmates admitted,” I would then readily 
subscribe, for in that case the community would have to provide an institution 
of theirown, but until we have a Jewish Hospital or wing attached to the 
existing buildings, as the London Hospital has, I am sorry I must, on principle, 
refuse. ‘ 
Recently the intolerance practised at the German Hospital with all patients 
that do not profess the Protestant religion, has been a subject discussed in your 
columns and brought before the members of that Hospital without any eifect. 
I think it most cruel, when our brothers and sisters are bowed down with pain, 
and some on their dying bed, they should be annoyed with the tampering of the 
conversion worthies, although they only waste their time, 

What is more cruel, is that those who wish to be leaders in the community 
should, because they are unobservant Jews themselves, and violate the Dietary 
Laws, some being Managers of the Hospitals, and others millionaires, not 
take steps to have Jewish wards and kitchens in those institutions, instead of 
compelling their poorer brethren when bowed down with sickness or on their 
death-bed. to violate their conscience and disobey the command of the 

Almighty with regard to the food they are forced to take, because they cannot 
be supplied with kosher. Shame, shame, upon the community for allowing 
this, 

I do not blame the non-Jewish Managers of our Hospitals (with the excep- 

tion of the German), for they would willingly, if requested, make arrangemnonts 
- for wards, and, above all, kosher kitchens according to the requirements of the 
Jews ; and in return, let us contribute liberally to their support, | 

I have received continually appeals from the University Hospital asking for 
aid to enlarge that excellent establishment, but although a number of our 
brethren are on the Committee or Stewards at the Festival Dinner, not one has 
ever recommended a Jewish ward, although one of these gentlemen is a 
millionaire. 

Again, the St. Mary's Hospital, which is being enlarged, and which has a 
number of the community amongst its subscribers, not one even brought for- 
ward the suggestion of providing for our Jewish in-patients in that institution, 
and accelerating their recovery, or calming them on their death-bed with the 
consolation that they have not violated the laws of the blessed Torah, the festi- 
val of which we have just concluded in celebrating. 

I have a greater knowledge than many of the comfort Jews afflicted with 
disease have, when they can.in a hospital live the same Jewish life as in their 
homes ; for, nearly 40 years ago I was Honorary Secretary of the Jewish Hos- 
pital, Cincinnati, Ohio, a credit to the Jews of that city, but this is not the only 
city in the United States that boasts of a Jewish hospital, there are many others, 
The American Jews have some orthodoxy left, and for ameliorating the suffer- 
ing of the sick and dying of the community are far ahead of the Jewish com- 
munity of Great Britain, With regard to Jewish out-patients, unless every 
hospital and infirmary has an official attached to it who can speak Yiddish and 
interpret the ailments of our poor persecuted foreigners to the medical Officer, 
these must seek advice at the German Hospital and Missionary Infirmary, where 
they are understood. 

Either a Jewish Hospital, or a wing or a ward attached to some of the 
present institutions, must be established ; let West End and East End act in 
unity and establish this, The East Knd working class Jews have founded 
most of our present benevolent institutions. Iam sure they will not be back- 
ward in a movement of this kind, but hail it with joy and gladness.

THE EAST END SCHEME, 


Sir,—<As it will be impossible for each individual present at the meeting to 
be held on July Ist, in the Jews’ Free School to give his reasons for the 
manner in which he will vote, else that meeting would last some days, I should 
like to make a few observations on the question through your columns, 

As a member of the New Synagogue I much aesire to know why the 

members of the Hambro’ Synagogue have not joined the New Synagogue. 
‘There are in all 75 members who could be easily accommodated in this beautiful 
house of worship, but a few minutes’ distance from their old synagogue. 
Seventy men cannot expect to preserve their autonomy as a congregation in 
our community, and if it is simp N a question of name let the Gt. St. Helen's 
establishment be known as the New Hambro’ Synagogue, The members of 
the old Hambro’ Congregation will then obtain as much as they will individually 
gain by the adoption of the East End Scheme, Let the two congregations, 
Resa confer on this matter and lend support to each other in the manner 
indicated. 
_ Of the Scheme proper, I may say that I for one fail to see its utility. Here 
in the East ind, thousands of seats are to be obtained free on ordinary 
Sabbaths,—and still the synagogues remain empty—on the other band, the 
£35,000 to be expended will not meet the wants of the High Festivals. The 
Federation of Synagogues offers at the nominal subscription of 3d, per week a 
seat in the synagogue and “confined mourning”’ allowance, and that even does 
not tempt people to join synagogues. What reason is there to believe that the 
United Synagogue will succeed where the Federation has failed ? Again, we are 
told that the people are too poor to belong to a synagogue, if that be true (and 
I doubt it), how can the big synagogue become self-supporting ? 

From my experience of the East End, the synagogue will be both empty 
and a burden to the community. Sir Samuel Montagu need not fear 
the secession of any members of the Federation. Poor people entertain great 
respect for a Shool Shochan (neighbour), and, therefore, no synagogal migration 
will take place, unless it be en masse, which is not likely to take place, seeing no 
advantages are offered to East Enders in the Scheme. 

‘he good intentions of the President of the United Synagogue and of the 
framers of the Scheme cannot be doubted, but East End matters can best be 
viewed in the East End, and not merely by perspective and hearsay.

The So_iciroR AND SECRETARY read a letter from Sir Samuel Montagu, 
Bart., M.P., ackaowledging the vote of congratulation from the Board, Tae 
letter was ordered to be entered on the minutes. 

The adjourned consideration of the Report of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee as to the qualifications of Marriage Registrars was resumed, The 
SoLicrroR AND SECRETARY said that he had communicated to Dr. Adler and Dr. 
(raster the recommendation of the Law and Parliamentary Committee that 
Provincial Marriage Registering Secretaries should be certified to by the Chief 
Rabbi or a gentleman nominated by the Chief Rabbi, and had received a reply 
from Dr. Adler to the effect that he fully endorsed the opinion of the Committee, 
but regretted that he was unable to comply with the recommendation as to the 
certificate. Before he could grant such a testimonial it would be necessary for 
him personally to examine such applicant or to have his fitness tested. Dr. Adler 
regretted that the demand upon his !time was so great as not to justify his 
incurring the further expenditure of time that would. be entailed upon such 
examination, and he submitted that such investigations did not come within the 
purview of his office. He would be pleased to communicate any information he 
might possess as to the applicants for the post of Marriage Registering Secretary 
and suggested that a list of the most important provisions of the Marriage Law 
should be drawn up for the guidance of Registrars, including the rules for the 
proper entry of marriages in the Registry Books, The subject gave rise to 
much discussion. | 

Mr. Henry Harnis proposed that the Report should be referred back to 
the Committee. 

Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, Q.C., seconded the motion, which was lost. 

Mr. ABRAHAM Mocatra suggested that the subject should be settled by the 
meeting, but it was eventually decided, on the proposition of Mr. D. L. 
ALEXANDER, Q.C., that the matter should be again adjourned in order that it 
could be considered at the next meeting by a full Board. 

Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER said that as he had mentioned at the last meeting of 
the Board, his attention had been directed to a proviso relating to the estate 
duties in the Finance Bill before Parliament which would seriously affect all 
charitable institutions. He had drafted an amendment to the clause which he 
had entrusted to Mr. Byrne, Q.C., M.P. He was glad to report to the Board 
that the Government had at once adopted the principle of the amendment, 
although not exactly the wording. The clause, as amended, reads as follows : 
“(h) Property in which the deceased or any other person had an interest ceasing 
on the death of the deceased to the extent to which a benefit accrues or arises 
by the cesser of such interest but [exclusive of property the interest in 
which of the deceased or other person was only an interest as holder of an 
office or recipient of the benefits of a charity or as a corporation sole. | The 
words in brackets are those drafted by Mr. Alexander. '

It could 
not be said that before that Act was passed there were no Jews of distinction in 
the learned profeesions, for the University of London had alrea 
than four Jews of varied eminence at the Bar. 
of Cambridge, In spite of tests, three Jews had distinguished themselves in the 
Mathematical Tripos. in 1835 Sylvester was second Wrangler. In the fifties 
Mr. Arthur Cohen, ().C., was fourth Wrangler, and in 1869 Numa Harteg waa 
Senior W rangler. He was followed in 1870 by Mr. Israel Davis as a First Class in 
Classics, Yet these Instances were isolated; and only men of exceptional intellectual 
or social capacity thought it worth their while to ro to Cambridge under disability 
and upon suffterance. At Oxford there were practically no Jews at all before the 
Bill of Sir John Coleridge becime Law. Apart from the consideration of the 
cases of such people as were born scholars and men of vast ability, there was 
the general educational advantage to be derived from a resident university career 
to persons of ordinary or average ability—and this was debarred until the 
passing of UVoleridge’s Bill. I was in the Speaker's Gallery, when.a lad, on the 
10th of March, 1869, when for the foarth time Sir John Coleridge (then Solicitor 
General) introduced the measure in moving the second reading of the Bill— 
Numa Hartog was sitting with his father in front of me—and I reeall the 
following words of Sir John Coleridge which made an evident liupression upon 
the House, “ The Senior Wrangler at Cambridge this year is a Jew, and he is 
not the tirst person by any means who has, from a difference of religious opinion, 
been excluded from the just and right result of a course of academical 
distinction.” The debates on the second reading and in Committee extended 
over that Session and it was not till 1871 that the present state of things waa 
actually established. Sir Roundell Palmer (now Lord Selborne) and Mr. Lyon 
Playfair (now Lord Playfair) and, of course, Me. Gladatone, were staunch 
supporters of the Bill. Reference to Hansard shows that very few Jews took 
part in the discussions, the only ones having been the late Sir Francis Goldsamid, 
and Serjeant Simon, but throughout, Sir John Coleridge was the leading spirit. 
[t was his Bill, and its passage into the Statute Book was his achievement. At 
the moment when he has passed away it appears appropriate, to record this fact 
in the Jewish Chronicle. 

Lord Coleridge, as everybody knows, was the type of the best traditions of 
Oxford culture. He was a Liberal of Liberals, in the higher philosophic sense, 
not in the crude interpretation of narrow party interests to which that word is 
too often degraded. Lord Coleridge believed on the highest grounds in the 
absolute equality of opportunity and hated all forms of oppression and persecu- 
tion. In 1882, I consulted him upon the expediency of a protest from the 
University of Oxford against the anti-Semitic movement in Germany and the 
persecutions then raging in Russia. I quote here his reply ina letter to me, dated 
29th January, 1882: *‘ You are at liberty to append my name to the requisition 
to the Vice-Chancellor of Oxford. The difficulty of the Government interfering 
as a Government, which I entirely recognise, seems to me to mike it only more 
the duty of every Englishman to express in the strongest way his feeling at the 
unjust and, in Russia, the barbirous persecution to which the Jows lave been and 
are exposed,’ 

The removal from the mortal scene of a figure so familiar; and of a 
mind 80 brilliant, is certainly a landmark in the public life of Eogland. He 
belonged to a generation which is marked by many distinctions. The old world 
courtesy is not the least of them. Asa speaker, he was one of the best in both 
Houses of Parliament, and, with the exception of the late Lord Bowen, probably 
the most accomplished in the Royal Courts of Justice.

JEWS AND THE EstasiisHep Curren.—A deputation from the Church 
Defence Institution waited upon the Rev, John Chapman, of Haling, with a 
request that he would move a resolution condemnatory of the Disestablish- 
ment of the Welsh Church, at a combined meeting of the members of the 
Rural Deanry, to be held at Victoria Hall, Uxbridge Road. Subsequently, 
the Rev. Dr. Oliver, Vicar of Ealing, also urged that the advocacy of a gentle- 
man outside the pale of the Christian Church could not fail to be of great 
assistance on the occasion referred to. Mr, Chapman in reply, said that he felt 
flattered by. the request which had been made to him. Doubtless it was 
suggested by a passing reference to Church and State which he had recently 
sno in moving a vote of thanks to Lord George Hamilton for his services as 
member for Ealing. But while entertaining every sentiment of respect and 
goodwill towards the National Church,—feelings which he believed to be shared 
by the great bulk of his coreligionists—he, nevertheless, thought that so direct 
an act of partisanship as that desired by the deputation would savour of pre- 
sumption ; and that it might even be interpreted as an attack upon the nght of 
Christians to decide the destiny of their National Church for themselves. The 
community, of which he was a bumble member, had always lived in the greatest 
harmony with every sect in this country, and be trusted that this good-fellow- 
ship would never be endangered by religious partisanship, as between contlictipg 
sections of the Christian Church.

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THE JEWS UNDER MULEY HASSAN. 


[FROM A OORRESPONDENT. |] 


From th» Sahara to the sea, swift runners have carried the news in all 
directions of the death of Muley Hassan, the Emperor of the West and the 
Prince of True Believers, and, ina hundred Moorish Mellahs and more, the Jews, 
though hardened by their daily and sabbatical beatings, have been trembling at 
the prospect of the Jubilee persecution, which has hitherto always marked the 
passing away of a Moorish Sultan, When Sid Mohammed died twenty-one 
years ago the Moors arose and smote the Jews just as they had done in 1859 
when the Emperor Abderrahman breathed his last, It is a curious illustration 
of the deeply-rooted Jew-hatred of the Moor, With the first consciousness of a 
relaxation of authority, his natural impulse sets him to cudgel Jews. How far 
Muley Hassan shared this fanaticism it is difficult to say. He issued 
a good many edicts for the protection of his Hebrew subjects, but added 
nothing to their security. He professed on several occasions to regard thom 
with tolerance and even benevolence, but not a single disability under which 
they have so long suffered was removed during his reign. It is possible that 
he was himself as much the victim of the vicious system of Government as 
his Jewish subjects; that he really could not enforce his Judwophil decrees, 
and that he did not dare to make any real concessions to the Unbeliever in 
view of the difficulties which he experienced, even in normal times, in 
restraining the turbulence of his fanatical lieges. However that may be, 
it is only charitable to give him the credit of his good intentions. 

These good intentions were manifested early in his reign. In reply to an 
address of congratulation forwarded to him on his accession to the throne in 
1873, by the Alliance Isra¢lite and the Anglo-Jewish Assocjation, he instructed 
his Minister of Foreign Affairs, Sid Mohammed Bargash, to give the most 
formal assurances of his adhesion to the Sheriffian Edict granted to Sir Moses 
Montefiore in 1864, “ With regard to your brethren in the happy dominions 
of our Lord,’ wrote Sid Mohammed, “ He, may God give him honour, has 
placed them under his shadow. Our Prophet, may God accept prayers 
through him, recommended that these subjects and taxed people should be 
protected, and our Lord, may God assist him, will extend them, if it please 
God, justice and benevolence, not permitting that injustice be done unto 
them, and that there should be no hindrance in their obtaining justice either 
in the towns or country.” The Sultan, it must be admitted, was consistent 
in his protestations with regard to the Jews. In all his written assurances he 
insisted that the Prophet had inculcated a tolerant attitude towards the Jews, 
_ and argued for his own sincerity by pointing out that as they were “ taxed 
people,” it was not to his interest to persecute them. None the less, outrages 
continued in various parts of Morccco with impunity, and in 1874 Saffi was the 
scene of a terrible series of murders, No redress was obtained in spite of the 
remonstrances of the British and other Ministers in Tangier, and every month 
cr so a fresh cruelty was reported to Paris and London by the agents of the 
European Jewish Societies. 

Meanwhile the Sultan’s Government opened negotiations with the repre- 
sentatives of the Powers with the object of putting an end to the system of 
Consular Protection under which a considerable number of Jewish merchants 
together with their agents in the country were shielded from the rapacity of 
the Bashaws and the insults of the populace. As soon as intelligence of these 
negotiations reached Europe, the Alliance Israélite and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association protested vigorously to their several Governments pointing to the 
insecurity of Jewish life and property in Morocco and urging that without the 
_ Consular Protections the whole body of Jews in the country would be at the 


mercy of the authorities and the populace.’ These protests were strengthened. 


by further news of anti-Jewish outrages, but the negotiations proceeded, and in 
1880 resulted in a Conference of the Powers being held in Madrid. MM. Netter 
and Veneziani were deputed to proceed to the Spanish capital to champion the 
Jewish cause. Their efforts were eminently successful. Not only were the 
Consular Protections maintained, but, at the instance of the Pope, a resolution 
was adopted in favour of liberty of conscience in Morocco, in which the 
observance of the Edict granted to Sir Moses Montefiore in 1864 was 
specifically demanded. This resolution extracted from the Sultan an important 
letter renewing the Edict in question and instructing Sid Mohammed Bargisb, 
the Moorish delegate to the Conference, to tike especial charg: of the interests 
of the Moorish Jews and to communicate their grievances promptly and directly 
to his Imperial Master. In London this letter did not give complete satisfac- 
tion, but there cin be no doubt that its formal communication to the 
representatives of the Powers assembled at Madrid constituted. an international 
engagement of great importance. . 

Like all the former engagements of the Saltan, it remained a dead letter. 
The Jews were not relieved of any of their disabilities, and persecution 
continued as rife asever, In 1884, these persecutions culminated in a shocking 
series of outrages perpetrated on the Jews of Damnat by the local Governor. 
The diplomatic body at Tangier took action, and the Sultan issued a decree 
relieving the surviving victims of the Governor's cruelty of the vexatious burdens 
imposed on them, As might have been expected, this mild reproof produced no 
effect on the Governor, who continued to murder unoffending men, to cause 
women to be outraged, and to ruthlessly oppress the whole community. Further 
remonstrances were addressed to the Sultan, who at last ordered his satrap to 
report himself at ez, Here, itis said, Muley Hassan sought to end the disagree- 
able business by offering the insubordinate Bashaw a cup of tea mixed with a 
strong infusion of arsenic. The Governor drank the tea, but, to the Sultan’s 
astonishment, was little the worse for it. After this no further attempt at 
punishment was made. The Sultan regarded the poison-proof official with 
superstitious awe, and although the representatives of England, France and 
Italy formally and urgently demanded his dismissal, he remained at his post 
until he died three years later. It is said that this successful defiance of the 
Powers inspired the strong hostility to Europeans which characterised the 
Sultan’s policy during the last few years of his reign. 

In 1286, outrages were again reported from Fez and Alcazar, and in the 
following year a number of Jews were murdered near Mogador, The usual 
complaints were made with the usual result. In 1887, however, the whole

By a singular coincidence, the Sultan at this moment be, " 
evince an unusually friendly interest in his Hebrew subjects, When au ” 
tation of Jewish women visited his harem with congratulations on Pays 
Mohammedan festivals, he instructed the governess of his daughters to a hg 
them that “ no sovereign of Morocco had ever shown so much Solicitude for his 
non-Mohammedan subjects as His Majesty Muley Hassan, the reason bein that 
he is deeply imbued with the religious principle that no throne can ap : 
and no reign powerful unless the chief of the State protects the poor J ews in 
his dominions,’ This unexampled burst of eloquence was followed by ear 
tangible testimonies of the Sultan’s favour. In July, 1887, he forgave th 
Jews of Morocco City a debt owing to the Government since 1879 and at 
the same time he ordered a new Mellah to be built at his own expense for 
the impoverished Jews of Demnat, Siill, no progress was made with the 
proposed Conference, and in April, 1888, it was abandoned. This wag the 
last effort made by the Sultan to abolish the Consular Protection system. 
To do Muley Hassan justice it must be admitted that if his negotiations for 
the holding of the Conference coincided somewhat suspiciously with a manifes. 
tation of personal friendliness towards the Jews, his failure in no wise altered 
his attitude towards them or improved their general position, Outrages cop- 
tinued as usual, and to all appearances the Sultan’s personal amiability was 
unchanged, When he visited Tetuan in 1889 he gave audience to a large depu- 
tation of Jews, and treated them with marked kindness. He conversed with the 
Chief Rabbi for nearly three quarters of an hour and in his presence instructed 
the Governor to protect the Jews on all occasions. Before he left the city, 
deputation of Jews arrived from the neighbouring town of Sheshouan with a 
complaint of having been ill-treated by the Moors, Their complaint was handed 
to Muley Hassan, who at once provided them with an emphatic firman command. 
ing their Governor to see their grievances redressed, As late as last November 
the Sultan personally reprimanded the Governor of the Citadel in Morocero 
city—the notorious Caid Wida—for his oppressive conduct towards the Jews, 
Since then we have no recordof the Sultan having taken personal cognizance 
of the Jewish question, which, in spite of all his Edicts and assurances, remains 
as burning a question as ever. The Jews of Morocco are to-day as far removed 
from the enjoyment of the equal rights promised them by the Edict of 1864

CONFIRMATION AT THE BERKELEY STREET 
SYNAGOGUE. 


The annual Confirmation ceremony at the West London Synagogue of 
British Jews was held on Sunday afternoon last, and attracted a crowded 
congregation. This is one of the occasions at Berkeley Street when ladies and 
gentlemen are seated together. | 

The first portion of the Service having been read by the Rev. Isidore 
Harris, Professor Marks ascended the steps of the Ark, around which were 
ranged fifteen boys and girls. The confirmees recited the usual prayer, in which 
they were led by Miss Phoebe Harris, danghter of one of the ministers. — 

Professor Marks then delivered an address. He reminded the contirmees 
that the ceremony was but a means to an end, which could only bs attained by 
a firm and unshaken resolve to do that which was worthy andright. Unless the 
service they had just performed left in them a desire to carry into effect the 
prayer to which they had given utterance, it would be a useless and empty 
formality. That service should constitute a landmark in their lives, Before 
the time when they would have to go forth into the world to measure their 
moral force against its evils and temptations, he would impress upon them that 
religion was the mainspring of human duty. Their ancestral religion included 
many regulations which could truly be looked upon as the essential basis of 
social life. They had heard in the clas:-room how Mosaism breathed into life a 
spirit of sacrifice, of human love, cf purity of thought, and purity of act. | It 
set the practice of truth-God’s own seal—above all other virtues, Mosaism 
did not, like some other religious systems, appeal to the fears of its adherents, 
it did not recognise a devil or a hell, it knew not eternal pains, or hopeless 
estrangement from the Heavenly Father. He adjured his pupils to cling 
steadfastly to the essentials of their creed, and to be heedful of their watch- 
word : “ The Lord our God is one, there is no Divine power beside Him. It 
behoved them to look up to the Fifth Commandment, engraved above their 
beads where they were standing; to honour their fathers and mothers, to 
venerate them, and ever to keep fresh in memory the early lessons of their 
lives. Might they realise what their mothers had done for them, what suortin 
they had cheerfully made, how they had taught them the first prayer ; eir 
young lips had learnt to lisp. He hoped they would from time to time tave 
recourse to the Confirmation lectures they had committed to writing, 
which they had been urged to be kind, to be humble, to be tolerant of 7 
forms of religion, to have no social prejudices agiinst any particu ar 
nationalities or creeds. He would remind them that it was their daty to I

JEW3 AND THE UNIVERSITIES. 


Tie burial of an illustrious fellow-countryman to-morrow recalls vividly to 


our recollection an historic struggle which was fraught with the gravest issues 
to English Jews. So much has been accomplished in the interval, 
that it seems difficult to realise that barely a quarter of a century has elapsed 
since the University Tests Acts were repealed, at the instigation of the great 
advocate who has just entered the Courts of the Supreme J udge. How his 
catholic spirit would have been gladdened by the eloquent testimony to the 
wisdom of that benefizent measure contained in the University intelligence 
which we publish to-day ! | 
The intellectual supremacy of the Jewish race has perhaps rarely received 
more conspicuous and more profuse illustration than that which is afforded 
by the results announced at Cambridge duriog the how waning Academion 
year. Not only is the list of honours obtained by Jewish eae 
singularly long and comprehensive, but it embraces many of the highest 
distinctions which it is in the power of the University to bestow. Two 
Fellowships, a Scholarship which is regarded as the bee a of the 
Classical School, two Medals and a “ proxime accessit™ in -@ similar Com-

the enlightened policy pursued towards our race by this freedom-loving 


country, that we emphasise their significance, For they serve to demonstrate 
most forcibly that the acquisition of wealth is not the universal and predomi- 
nant passion of the Jew, as our enemies assert, but that the hereditary trustees 
of education still find in the domain of the intellect the most congenisl 
sphere for the exercise of their faculities, 

Nor can we leave out of consideration that the additional laurels recently 
won by young Jews at Cambridge are especially “for sigas and for wonders 
in Israel” itself, charged as they are with many an inestimable object lesson. 

The laudator t mporis acti, who is a familiar fizare in our midst, bewail- 
ing the decadence of the generation among whom his lines have fallen. is 
taught thereby that the race of giants is not yet extinct, and that the great 
traditions of the past are being more than worthily maintained in the present. 
The “ practical man,” who cherishes but one idea—the art of “vetting on "— 
must inevitably have his horizon widened by the contemplation of successes 
which not only confer material benefit upon the individual Jew, as a member of 
society, but contain within them the germ of immeasurable good to the com-_ 
munity at large. And the Mammon-worshipper, demoralised by the iniquity 
which destroyed Sodom—* pride, fulness of bread and prosperous ease, "— 
must be aroused to a sense of the sublime influences © by which life is exalted, 
embellished, refined,” and learn for the first time the real meaning of the 
Divine Message : ‘Speak unto the children of Israel that they go forward.” 

That a healthy spirit of emulation has been produced among our people 
by the phenomenal progress of our young men at our great national seats of 
learning is evidenced by the fact that there has for some time been an appre- 
ciable increase in the number of students annually matriculating in both of 
our leading resident Universities. Nor has this growing accession to the 
ranks of our aspiring scholars been contined to the sterner sex. The 
gratifying success of Miss Nacuear, of Girton College, in the History 
Tripos, adds but another to the many proofs we have recently had 
of the awakened interést of Jewish girls, who are not compelled to earn 
their own livelihood, in the movement for the Higher Education of Women. 
On all sides, indeed, those who read the signs of the times aright, may 
discern abundant promise that “the best is yet to be.” 

But, while reflecting with pardonable complacency on the triumphs 
which we have already achieved, let us not become dazzled by the height of 
eminence to which we have attained. For we have still much to leara, and 
even more to forget. It, therefore, behoves those of us who are enabled to 
send our sons to the Universities, to insist that they shall live the University 
life in the fullest and highest sense of the term. They should endeavour to 
become intimately familiar with their fellow-students of all religions 
denominations, ‘‘the choice and master spirits” of the coming age. I: 
is only by this intercommunion that Jews can profit by the unique advantages 
which a resident University offers to all alike without distinction of race or 
creed. For if the sole object of joining a University be to qualify for a 
degree, this end may be attained at a considerably smaller cost in London. 
Let us bear in mind that it is not in the Lecture or Examination Hall that 
a true University education is acquired, but in the College rooms, at the Club 
meeting,.on the river and in the field, where young men bound together 
by the closest ties of friendship hold sweet converse with one another; and 
stimulated by affectionate sympathy, give noble conceptions birth, which 
hereafter weave themselves into their very being and lift them imperceptibly 
to a higher and still higher plane of life. | 

Nor let us be deterred by the possible contingency that our children 
may gradually lose their regard for their ancestral faith while under the 
spell of so many earnest adherents of otber creeds. ‘For religious enthusiasm 
is, at least, as infectious as religious apathy, as attested by the fact that in 
the vear 1888, the Jewish students at Cambridge formed themselves into a 
congregation with the object of holding Divine Service on Sabbaths and 
Festivals whenever in residence. The authorities of the University have 
invariably manifested the keenest interest in these Services and the 
Congregation still exists. It is worthy of ote, that it has already 
numbered among its Presidents, a high Mathematical Wrangler, a first 
Tyrwhitt Scholar, a Fellow of a College and a Senior Classic, and its members 
hare included from its inception the majority of the Jewish men who have 
distincuished themselves in all branches of the University curriculom, as well 
as in the field of athletics in each year, 

Should we, then, not cheerfully avail ourselves to the fallest extent of 
the manifold opportunities which are to-day afforded us for promoting our 
moral, social, spiritual and intellectual elevation ' We shall ultimately find 
that the Jew most faithfally serves the highest interests of the community 
when he cautiously assimilates the best ideas which are generated in each 


age, while preserving an abiding veneration for the traditions of his own 
people. By fusing the old and the new in spirit of reverent and loving 
trustfulness, we shall infallibly ensure the historical continuity of our race 
and our religion until the D.vine Pur.oe in regard to both shall in Gods 
own good time be fulfilled. 
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HAMMERSMITH SYNAGOGUE. 


The foundation stones of the new schools and minister’s house in connection 
with the Hammersmith Synagogue were laid on Sunday morning by Mr. B. L, 
Cohen, M.P., L.C.C., Vice-President of the United Synagogue. 

The schools and minister's house are to ke erected upon the vacant land at 
the rear of the Synagogue from plans presented to the institution by Mr. Delissa 
Joseph, F.R.1.B.A., the honorary architect. The contractors for the work are 
Messrs, Chamberlen Bros., of Hammersmith, The minister's house will consti- 
tute a permanent endowment of the office of minister, as it will be granted rent 
free to the minister for the time being. The house is so planned that four addi- 
tional rooms can be added without disturbing the original structure. la the 
same way the schools are so planned that an additional storey can be added at 
any time, 

The ceremony, which was held in a tent, was attended by numerous visitors 
including the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Adler, the Revs. H, Davids, 8. M. Gollancz 
and Dr. Liwy, Miss Emily M. Harris, Miss Liwy, Mrs, Neumegen, Messrs. J, 
V. Albert, A. P. Bender, Delissa Joseph, James Lamon, J. M. Levy, Morris 
Levy, Nathan Moss, L.C.C., Maaric3 Mosely, P, Ornstien, A. Posener, A, B. 
Salmen, I. Sandheim, J. E. Slyper and H. Worms. 

The religious portion of the service commenced with the playing of Baruch 
Haba on the harmonium by Mrs. Delissa Joseph. The Rev. M, Adler, B A., next 
read Psalm 127, and then Mr. Coben laid the foundation stones, having been 
presented for this purpose with a silver trowel by Mr. Dalissa Joseph on behalf 
of the Board of Management. 

The Curer Rass offered up the following prayer: © 
“ Then Samuel took a stone and set it between Mizpeh and Shen and cilled th») name of 

it Ebenezer, saying, hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” (1. Samuel vii. 12). 

Verily Thou hast helped us, Almighty and all-merciful Father! to rear the 
temple of poaree in whose precincts we stand, the sacred shrine where the in- 
dwellers of this district are enabled to worship Thee from Sabbath to Sabbath 
in the beauty of holiness, a sweet rallying place where they are strengthened in 
their allegiance to the faith Thou didst reveal, a quiet resting place where, amid 
the storms and troubles, the stress and fret of life, they may fiad a refuge in 
Thee. And the founders of this house have felt that their work would have 


~ been but half accomplished unless a school house were joined to this sacred 


edifice. Zealousiy did they toil to attain this end. Thou didst prosper their 
undertaking, and we are now assembled to witness the laying of the foundation 
stone of this house, and to invoke [by blessing upon thy labours. - Keep, we 
beseech Thee, the progress of this work from ali danger, let and hindrance. Fill 
the designer, the builders and artificers with a spirit of skill and diligence, so that 
this house may stand forth at the appointed time fully adapted to the purposes 
it is intended to serve. Grant that the children who will receive instruction 
here—the children on whom the future of Judaism depends, in whom so many 
fond hopes ot fathers, so many fervent prayers of mothers are ceatred—zgrant 
that they may be trained here to love and to fear Thee, to prize and to cherish 
Thy divine words of Mercy, Mandate and Promise as their greatest treasure 
ord, the riches of Thy heavenly grace upon Th 
servant who has laid the foundation stone of this house. Eadow him wit 
health and strength, so that he may prosper in all he seeketh to accomplish for 
the welfare of our community and the good of ourfellowmen. Vouchsafe Thy 
blessing until all who labour with zeal and assiduity to rear this house, and who 
bring their willing offerings to this sacred work. Even as they have been enabled 
to lay the foundations thereof, so grant that their hands may finish it. Sustain 
the minister of this congregation in the discharge of his sacred duties, As Thou 
sheddest now the beams of the sun upon the earth to give light unto our eyes, 
so illumine our souls with Tby heavenly wisdom to gaide us in the paths of 
righteousness, | 

Protect our beloved Queen. Grant prosperity to her empire. ‘T'v her legis- 
lators and councillors vouchsafe insight and faithfulness, Ba Thou merciful 


' unto us O God, and bless us, cause Thy face to shine upon us, that Thy way may 


be known on earth, Thy saving health among all nations. Amen, 

The Prayer for the Royal Family, read by the Chief Rabbi, and Adon Olam 
sung by the visitors, concluded the religious service. 

Mr. BenJamMIN L. Conen, M.P., who was cordially received, then addressed 


the assemblage. He said : After the impressive and eloquent prayer just offered 


by the Chief Rabbi, I feel that it is almost inappropriate for me to attempt 
to address you, and yet I cannot refrain from assuring you of the pleasure it has 
given me to take part to-day in a ceremony which [ regird as—if not an indis- 
pensable accompaniment—at any rate a suitable crowning to the work which you 
and I began just over four years ego. Indeed, I feel that in accepting the honour 
which it has pleased you to confer on me, and which would more properly have 
devolved on some of your own energetic local leaders, my principal justification 
is that Ll am carrying out the Talmudical maxim which affirms that to him who 
commences a good action a special injunction is addressed to go forward and 
complete it. Well, Ladies and Gentlemen, 1 feel that in erecting these schools 
and this minister’s house we are completing the work which was begun when 
this synagogue was founded, I have no disposition to concern myself in the 
thorny subject of religious politics which seems to engage the attention of the 
London School Board, and which I, at least, am content to leave to be settled by 
those belonging to the Faith principally concerned, and I am the less tempted to 
be drawn into that controversy because there are unhappily symptoms only too 
vivid that we have our own religious educational problem before us, and so long 
as that question is unsolved I don’t feel at all called on, [ am not sure I should 
even be justified, to occupy myself with the religious controversies of the general 
community, It cannot, ot course, b2 said thit by making provision for the reli- 
gious education of your youth in Hammersmith you are contributing to the 
provision for this want in the East of London, which hasreached a crisis almost 
appalling and certainly humiliating; but at least it must be owned that by this 
very action you show yourselves sensitive to the necessity for religious educa- 
tion, and it may be hoped that if,as I ardently trust, prosperity attend tbis 
synagogue and its congregation, the members will not be unwilling to help in 
their individual capacity to provide for the East that which they have secured 
for themselves in the West, and that which they have recog raised as indispensable 
for Jewish youth whether domiciled in the East or the West, or the South or 
the North, Ladies and Gentlemen, I hope in referring thus to the East of 
London you will not be alarmed that I am about to dwell on the Kast End 
Scheme. Oa the contrary, it is a relief to me that in a synagogue gathering we 
are not assembled to discuss that difficult problem. Some of us will be eng iged 
on that matter this day fortnight, and I shall not transgress the Talmudical 
maxim to take cognisance of difficulties only at their proper time, But I have 
felt warranted in making this passing allusion to what is called the East End 
Scheme, because it seems to me strictly germane to the observation I have just 
addressed to you. I do not at all regret that the proposals of the Executive 
of the United Council should be subjected to public criticism, except perhaps 
that it has appeared to me the criticism has too frequently degenerated into 
personal dispute and into the imputation of motives, neither of which are 
powerful or desirable weapons in public argument. What I think I may, how- 
ever, impress on my hearers, and, if I could, on the community at large, is that 
our community is too small to be divided up geographically into East and West 
and North and South. In my opinion a want for the South is a want which 
should be appreciated by the North. What is needed for the Hast, and what 
cannot be provided by the East, should and must be provided by the West, I 
do not say—this is neither the time nor place to discuss—in what form the pro-

vision is to be made. Thatis a legitimate matter for publi Pee 
public criticism, What Iam concerned with for the moment is iceman and 
when a want is once established—be it for Visitation, for Buria} oe that 
modation for Divine Worship, for provision for Religious Education, accom.

I hope these remarks will be accepted in tha : ra 
in which they are offered, and that I have not wounded—I have not desi; fy On 
the susceptibilities of the most thin skinned whom they muy happan tor om 
I cannot forget, it would be wrong if I did not bear id mind, that we are toed 
assembled in one of the synagogues of the United Synagogue, in a constity it 
that is, of that great corporation whose charter of existence is that the attos “ 
should come in aid of the weak, and the object of whose eminent and lamented 
founders was that the whole should form one powerful, and, above all. , 
united body, having one purpose, one object, and that sepirate organisations 
always an element of weakness and generally of discord, should cease to ex's:

United Synagogue. You are an instance of what cin be done by energy, energy 
amongst yourselves, led by a President such as my friend, Mr. Levy, guided by 
a representative such as Mr, Daelissa Joseph, who has again given you the pric>- 
less advantage of his professional advice in au entirely honorary capacity, and 
let me add, by a devoted pastor such as my friend, M-.

After reading a‘stracts from the Report Her Majesty's 
characterised the result of the annual examination as “ phenomenal,” he referred 
to the increased requirements of the Education Department, He said: The 
demands of the Code for 1894 must entail considerable additional outlay that must 
materially augment the cost per head, From the foundation of the Free School up 
till 1882 the sum expended on the purchase of sites and on the erection of school 
buildings was about £70,000, In 1882, the managers incurred a further expense of 
£20,000 to provide improvec premises, and if we are to follow out the demands now 
made upon us we should have to do away with one class-room out of every three 
and in order to provide extra clase-rooms we should have to appeal to the generosity 
of the public for at least £10,000, if not more. There are a variety of other 
demands which are made upon ua, We are told to provide more cubic area for each 
child; no pupil is t> remain more than acertain time in the class-rooms without having 
out-door exercise, and we are to provide more instruction in the shape of object 
lessons. These demands concern the public at large just as much as they concern 
those who have the management of voluntary schools, although the great difference 
between thuse who have the management of voluntary schools and those who con- 
trol the schools of the Board is that the one have to draw money from unwilling 
subscribers whilst the other have merely to increase the amount of the charge upon 
the ratepayers, The average att2ndance at the Jews’ Free School is 3,221, and that 
at voluntary schools is 2.300,000, so that if the requirements of the Code inflict a 
fine of £10,000 on the Jews’ Free Schoo! the charge on the ratepayers for the 
voluntary schools would be seven million sterling. However, I do not know that 
this is an opportunity exactly suited to the discussion of this question, bat I 
vin'ured to make these remarks, so that subscribers can bear in mind the numerous 
difficulties with which the Committee of Management of this Institution have to 
contend, difficulties that have little or nothing to do with the Institution itself and 
which are almost incapable of solution, because it tollows that if we are to meet 
the future requirements of the Code, which are daily increasing, and if we feel we 
cannot obtain more support from the public this Free School, which has been of 
immeasurable advantage to over three thousand children every year, will in future 

only be of advantage to a much smaller number.—(Loud Cheers),

covered the secret of preserving eternal ycuth, The Chairman has told us what we 
are to expect from the Elucation Department, My Lords will not permit us to rest 
and be thankful; they lay stress on the importance of making more adequate 
provision for the physical training of the pupils of this school, and I welcome this 
recommendation most earnestly, We all know how the working classes cont 


fued im cio-é alleys bave to dwell, and must feel delighted that the 
time will come when, thanks to the advent of physical training, we 
may banish the much to be deprecatei “Ghetto-bend” and narrowness 


of chest ; and I am pleased to hear that great stress is to be laid on 
manual training. Weall know how needful it is that the pupils should be tanght 
the use of tools and dexterity in the management of their hands, so that they may 
b3 enabled to apply their manual handicrafts with greater intelligence and ability, 
and with a greater measure of success. Ani here [ may be permitted to ask on 
behalf of my wife that greater ptominence should be given tu the teaching of 
cookery in the girls’ school. For we men all kuow how much the peace and comfort 
of a household depend on the cooking, and now we know that the important branch 
of training for girls—the technical education—has heen introduced into Board 
Schools, surely it does not behove elementary schools to remain behindhand, We 
may be met by the argument that the sckool cannot afford this ever-increasing 
expense, but I may mention that as regards the teaching of cookery this need not 
entail additional expenditure, for I am assured that the cost of the cooking Is almost 
nil. The Jews’ Free School, in introducing this branch of technical training, will 
oly revert to its former practice ; many here present will remember that the lady, 
whom we always regard with reverence and affection as the true mother of this 
school, the late Baroness de Rothschild, as far back as $0 years ago, introduced the 
teaching of laundry work as an element of tea. hing in this school. Now, I know 
fall well that the work which devclves on the man-gers of this school is great, and 
that they do not forget tuat one of the primary objects for whic’ this institution 
was founded, was to train our childrenin the knowledge of Hebrew and the Jewish 
religion. We all remember that the Dake of Wellington is reported to have said 
that “ Education without religiorl would create a nation of c.ever devils.” Heaven 
forfend that such a catastrophe should befall our dear country or our dear commu- 
nity. We know full well thatthese different eubjects, the increased demands of 
my Lords of the Education Department, make a great trial of the energy of the 
managers of this institution, but of this I am assured that the community will assist 
the managers and continue to uphold a school such as this which has been in the 
past, is at the present, and will continue, I hope, to be in the future a credit and a 
pride to Anglo-Judaism.

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THE HOME AND HOSPITAL FOR

The General Meeting of the Subscribers to the Home and Hospital for 
Jewish Incurables was held on Sunday in the Hall of the Great Synagogue, St. 
James’s Place, Aldgate. Mr. H. H, Rarwaet, President, occupied the chair. 
The meeting was convened for the Say of electing Honorary Officers and 
to receive the Report from Messrs. F. D, Mocatta, Barrow Emanuel, and Lieut.- 
Colonel Montefiore, who had been appointed, in consequence of the criticisms 
that have been passed upon the management of the Institution, to enquire into 
the working of the Home, There was a large attendance and much interest 
was manifested 1n the proceedings, 

Mr. M. Barnett, the Honorary Secretary, read the Report of the 
Investigating Committee and the Reply thereto from the Committee of the 
Institution. | 

The CuarRMAN formally moved the reception of the Report, 

Mr. A. E. LoNpDON moved that the Honorary ape should be requested 
to resign office. He said that he regretted that such a delicate and unpieasant 
task shoula have fallen to his lot. He was not going to deny the 
indebtedness of the subscribers to Mr. Barnett for the good work he 
had performed in founding the Home, but the Report that had 
just been presented proved that the Honorary Secretary was now 
doing all in his power to counteract that good work. If they 
bad a different Honorary Secretary, the funds of the institution would be in 
a more flourishing condition, as many subscribers had withdrawn their support 
in consequence of the treatment they had received at his hands, If it had uot 
been for his conduct the institution would never have lost the support of one of 
the best men that had been connected with it, Mr. Michael Zeffertt. (Hisses.) 
He challenged those who were hooting to name anyone who had done so much 
for the weitare of the institution as had Mr, Zeffertt. Dr, Alexander, the best 
medical officer that the Home ever had, resigned his post because he could not 
work with the Hon, Secretary, and he asked, without casting any reflection on 
the present matron, whether it was not a fact that the loss of the matron, who 


was solely due to the Hon, Secretary, Was he not justified in moving the reso- 
lution ? He had no desire that the motion should be put to the vote, but would 
' withdraw it if the Hon. Secretary would not stand for re-election, but if 
Mr. Barnett refused to resign, he must necessarily but reluctantly move the 
resolution. 
Mr. I. D. Zerrert formally seconded the resolution. 
Mr. B. BARNETT said that as Chairman of the House Committee he had 
worked in conjunction with the Hon. Secretary, and he could conscientiously 
~ say that they would never be able to get another Hon. Secretary to work as hard 
in the interests of the Home as that gentleman. He considered their Hon. 
Secretary to be, without exaggeration, the backbone of the institution, and 
therefore strongly opposed the resolution. , 

Mr. F. D. Mocarta said that he had bzen asked to give his candid opinion 
as to the management of the Home, and in conjunction with two other gentle- 
men whom he had selected, he had given it in the Report just read. Both Mr. 
Barrow Emanuel and Lieut.-Col. Montefiore were without the slightest preju- 


dice, and Mr, Emanuel had been selected because he was one of the best . 


authorities on all charitable matters, and Lieut.-Col. Montefiore because he was 
an authority on hospitals. With regard to the Hon. Secretary, all the friends of 
the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables owed him a » Ate debt of grati- 
tude. He was one of the founders of the Home and had watched over it closely 
during its infancy, but he (Mr. Mocatta) had to confess that although Mr. 
Barnett was greatly devoted to the charity, he seemed’'to him to have been 
wanti g¢ in that tact and amenity of manner which captivates and attracts.: Mr. 
Mocatta spoke highly of the economic manner in which the Home was conducted, 


The Report had been prepared 
with gceat care. and tuey had set nought down in malice, They had merely been 
guided. by the desire to make the Home an institution eminently useful and 
worthy of its name and of the Jewish community, 

Mr. M. BARNETT said that he openly denied that the Medical Officer had 
resigned for the reason that Mr. London had stated, and regretted that Mr. 
London had not been sufficiently candid to confess that the reason why Mr. 
Zetfertt had severed his connection with the Iustitution was because of his 
inability to secure nomination for the offize of President. And whilst on the 
subject, he might mention that the commencement of the discord amongst the 
Committee dated from the time of Mr. Zeffertt’s election and ceased from the 
time that Mr, Zetfertt resigned. With regard to the Matron, she had, on the 
death of a relative, left the institution in order to reside in the country. It 
was for the subscribers to say whether it was feasible that the man who had 
worked to found the Home had done so for his own personal glorification. He 
had worked not for himself, but for the sake of the unfortunate people who 
were in the Home. The Institution was at present only small, but it could be 
extended, not by the means suggested by Mr. London, but by the means of 
genuine and unselfish hard work 

Mr. 8. ALEXANDER said that there was no doubt that Mr. Barnett had done 
excellent work for the Home, although he may have been wanting in politeness. 
He appealed to Mr. London to withdraw his resolution. 


Mr. I. D. ZErvERY and several others present, also begged the proposer to 
withdraw his resolution but 

Mr. LONDON said that his resolution was not so much the outcome of his 
individual views as it was the outcome of one of the recommendations in the 
Report. Under those circumstances he refused to withdraw it. 


__ The resolution was then put to the vote and lost, receiving only three votes 
including that of the p: oposer. 


The chair was then vacated by Mr. Raphael and occupied by Mr, Isaac 
Davis, the Vice-President. 

The Report and Balance Sheet for the past year was submitted and 
adopted. ‘Che Report states that the highest number of inmates at any one 
period of the year was 24 as against 20 in 1892. Although space would have 
permitted the accommodation of a larger number, yet the state of the finances 
did not allow of any further admissions, The Committee hope that the public 
will come to its aid, as, to confer the comforts and benefits on some of the 
many now clamouriog for admission, a considerably increased annual expen- 
diture must be incurred. The expenditure for last year with an average of 20 
inmates per day, was almost the same as the average of 12} inmatés in 1891 thus 
showing a great 1eduction in the cost of the maintenance of the Institution. 
The total number of applications since the establishment of the Home is 132, 
many of whom were disqualified under the present regulations, necessarily so 
in consequence of limited space, The expenditure for the year was £173 as 
against £1,050in the previous year, showing a weekly cost per inmate of 18/8 
as against £1 2s. 6d., per inmate in the previous year, The income falls slightly 
short of the expenditure and the Committee regret the serious fact that the 
reliable income ?.¢., subscriptions, falls far short of the expenditure, 

The Honorary Officers were re-elected as follows: President, Mr. Herbert 
H. Raphael; Vice- Presidents : Mr. Leopold de Rothschild and Mr, Isaac Davis ; 
Treasurer, Mr. M. Drukker; Honorary Secretary, Mr. M. Barnett. The

Mrs, Abrahams a choice basket of flowers, the proceedings commenced with ibe 
Song of Moses, spiritedly rendered in Hebrew to the traditional Sephardic melod ; 
by the children, under the direction of Mr.S, J. Heilbron. The prizes were th 2 
distributed to the successful pupils by Mrs, Abrahams. _ 

The Rev, B. BERLINER read the Examiner's Re port on the work of the Re]j 
Classes by the Rev. Michael Adler, who, owing to the distribution at the ie 
Free School taking place on the same day, was unable to be present. The Re rd 
ranas follows: ‘‘ Asa result of my examination, am gratified to be enabled to 
report that the work at these Classes is carried on in a most efficient manner. “0 
children were presented, and the syllabus of the Chief Rabbi was genera'ly adherog 
to in the six classes, Great attention is righly paid to careful Hebrew readin 
which I found to be very well learnt, In Religious knowledge and Scripta “ 
history, conziderable intelligence was displayed by the children in answering, whilst 
translation of the Prayer Book and the elements of Hebrew grammar were 
thoroughly welldone, Taking into consideration the many difficulties under which 
voluntary classes of this kind are conducted, the outcome of my examination reflects 
very great credit upon the teachers and upon the School Commitee. The teachers 
have one and all done their work well, whilst the children appear to take great 
interest in their lessons, I would suggest that somewhat more attention be given 
in all the classes, except the highest, to translation of the Prayer Book, the quantity 
done during the year being small, Beyond this, there was nothing open to criticism 
the results of the inspection being most gratifying and creditable to both pupils and 
teachers.”’ 

Mr, IskRAEL ABRAHAMS, who was cordially greeted, said: Ladies and gentle. 
men, the first point I should like to notice is a novelty in this distribution, the giving 
of prizes to the members of the ringing classes ; once again, this synagogue has get 
an excellent example, for it should certainly be a part of the religious instruction ty 
teach the children to use their voices in the service of the synagogue, and as most. 
young people learn singing in their homes, there is no reason why they should not 
learn the melodies used in the synagogue service, The Examiner's Report, as usual, 
is very fair, and as I know the class of work that is done here, I am very sure Mr. 
Adler’s praise must be well merited. The Examiner does not think, however, that 
quite enough has been done, but Mr, Adler himself is a teacher who gets through 
such a remarkable deal in a short time, that he expects the same from others, Mr. 
Abrahams then said how much pleasure it gave him to preside, and how regretfully 
he had left the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, though his hearty thanks were due to 
the congregation, sino: he had ben generously re-elected a member of the 
Religion Class Committee, The speaker compared himself to a gardener 
at a flower show, who, more than any casual visitor, by right of 
practical experience, is able to appreciate the results obtained, and the cost of time 
and devotion required to bring the flowers to perfection, I am speaking in my 
wife’s name as well as my own, said Mr, Abrahams, when [ etpres3 the hope that 
the happy looks worn by you children to-day will never leave your fair faces. And. 
why should they ? Happiness which comes from doing good work is happiness wh ch 
will wash, It is the only kind of facial decoration which neither time nor age can 
quite destroy. ltis the only kind of happiness which not even tears can wash away, 
Many people are finding it harderand harder to make room in their lives for Judaism, 
but they may surely, partially, employ their natural absorption in English life for 
the promotion of their religiou.. Many parents tell me: It is hard enough to teach 
our children English history ; we have n> room nor time for teaching them Jewish — 
history, Aud I insist on history, for there is no shadow of a shade of hop: for 
Judaism unless Jews know their history. Mr. Abrahams then proceeded t) explain 
how the history of the Jews could be interwoven with the Eaglish history, as when 
the reign of John is being studied, in which Pope Innocent IL[, plays s9 important 
arole, At the same time it can b> taught how he shut up the Jews ia Ghetto: ant 
tried, unsuccessfully, to make of Jews hunted animals, more bru’es than men; and 
there are other examples in which the two histories may b:3 woven together 
ad infinitum, Jewish history does belong t» English history, and the whol: oon- 
secutive history of our race can be tld a3 a pendant to the history of our couatry, 
and if the parents are nt learned enough to teach their children, if they love Gud 
so little that they cannot impart that love, then he said “teach your children in order 
that you may learn,” Mr, Abrahams concluded his address by proposing a vote of 
thanks to the teachers, Mr. Berliner and his colleagues, and he mentioned the fact 
that Miss Ellis and Miss Marks, whose services had been highly appreciated, are 
now forced to sever their connection, though happily there was no lack of helpers

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN, 


In“ Aaron the Jew ” (Hutchinson, 1894), Mr. B, L. Farjeon has conceived 
a high ideal of character, Aaron is a man of honour, without fear and without 
reproach, His one offence, the adoption of a Christian child as his own without 
the knowledge or connivance of his angelic wife, was fully atoned for by the 
loving training given to the babe. The girl eventually marries a Christian 
gentleman, and thus poetical justice is done. Aaron not only preaches, he 
practises, An orthodox Jew of the most Conservative type, he is fully abreast 
of modern ideas on the labour and other social questions. He employs his 
workmen for less than the usual hours, he pays them more than the usual 
wages. Mr, Farjeon’s Jew is too self-satisfied to be altogether satisfactory, and 
there are some curious mistakes in detail. Some of the matter, too, is 


excessively stale. But the book is interesting, and is a worthy addition to the 
“ Jewish ” stories which are so much in fashion just now, 


| Miss Josephine Lazarus is in too great a hurry. Yet in her hurry she has 
time to say many smart things, and a few true ones, But the “Claim of 
Judaism” isa stronger one than she imagines, Not by artificially throwing 
down barriers will a universal religion be built up. Judaism can never in its 
present form become the religion of the world. But Miss Lazarus is a clever 
prophet if she can foresee when the world will have a world religion, and a 
cleverer prophet still, if she can predict what that religion will be. One 
sympathires very strongly with her discontent. “ Here is Judaism fitted in many 
ways to play a leading part in contemporary progresa, yet it remains a hole-and- 
corner religion, still marked by an essential ‘ particularism.’"’ This is disquieting, 


itis deplorable. But Miss Lazarus is wrong when she thinks that Judaism has - 


stood still for twenty centuries, “ We have not changed our point of view in 
any direction, our destiny has not enlarged and our spiritual horizon has 
not widened” (see the Jewish Messenger for May 25th), This is not historically 
accurate. Does Miss Lazarus think that the religious consciousness of an average 
educated Jew to-day is the same as that of an average educated Jew in the 
reign of John Hyrcanus? Judaism has not stood still. And, if on certain 
lines there has been no progress, this is largely because the goal, along those 
lines, had been attained before the coming of Jesus. I suppose that I ought to 
apologise for saying so, but I do belong to those very ones whom Miss Lazarus 
scourges, those who hold that Jesus added no new truth of importance to the 
heritage of mankind, 


The Monatsschrift for June is a good, but hardly a brilliant number. The 
late Dr, Kohut’s researches on the literature of Yemen reach a further stage : 
the poetical genius of the Southern Arabian Jews being vindicated. ‘The 
vindication would have been completer had Dr. Kohut given fewer specimens. 
For what he quotes is rhyme, but alas! it is not poetry. With much learned 
apparatus, he cites the introductory verses to the Sedras in the Midrash Hagga- 
dol, a Yemen compilation. In the present instalment we reach NV). Seeing 
that it is well-known that Mr. Shechter is to edit the whole of this Midrash, it 
is almost a pity that these verses should have been printed in anticipation. 
These poems were not worth a breach of etiquette. But let me. not be mis- 
understood, Intrinsically the “ poems” are valuable and maritorious. It is as 
“noems’’ that they are poor.

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“THE JEWISH QUESTION.” 
The Jewish Question and the Mission of the Jews. (Gay and Bird), 

In the concluding chapter of this work, the anonymous author says that it 
Was written before the publication of M. Leroy Beaulieu'’s “ golem len 
Nations, and foes on as followa: “ At the first reading, I considered my own 
work grotesquely superfluous beside such a presentation of the subject.” 

It is a pity that the author did not act on first thoughts and put away bis MS. 
for revision and alteration at some possibly distant future time. For it is always 
to be regretted when a middling book is published oa an interesting subject. The 
publication of such a book generally prevents the writing, or. at any rate. the 
appearance of a better one, and in many cases an inferior book is worse than none 
even though the information contained in it be accurate as far as it goes. 

As Jews, we irust be grateful to the author for his sympathetic tone, for his 
evident appreciation of the fact, (too often forgotten by non Jews), that the 
moral teachings of Christianity are all contained in the old Testament. for his 
brave attacks on anti-Semitism, and for the industry and perseverance with which 
he has worked out his subject. Bat as intelligent critics, we are sorry not to be 
able to consider the results of all this sympathy and industry worthy of an yualitied 
praise. Neither the matter nor the form of the book can entitle it to permanent life 
on the book-shelves of a student of Jewish questions. In the review of a recently 
published and popular novel, the 7imes enquired into the reasons for this novel 
being so widely read, and came to the conclusion that its popularity was not 
caused by absence of grammar only. We fear that this absence of grammar. 
which is very marked in the book before us, wil! tend to diminish its popul ‘rity, 
as it undoubtedly deprives it of permanent value. We have marked numerous 
passages which it is puzzling to parse, and these far stil! more puzzling to interpret, 
Here is an example taken haphazard : 

He is treating of the noblest ideas of the noblest mon and women among us - 
and at the same time, as regards the Jews, he is focrssing: so delicate a detail through 
the endless horizon-line of the scattered Jewish people all over the modern world. 
living under conditions so diversified in their physical and moral characteristics. 

Evidently, the author considers “ 80” to be the equivalent of “ very.” which 
it isnot. But passing over this misuse of a common adverb, we would enquire 
what “ delicate detail” he refers to’ We can find none in the context. Nor do 
we understand how you can “ focus a detail through an endless horizon.” 

Similar obscure passages and worse, occur continually, and the fact is that 
probable absence of training in composition is not their only cause. There is an 
want of sequence in the author's reasoning ; and the confused language is. we 
think, too often the result of confused thougit. He attempts to draw conclusions 
of the widest nature from a few isolated facts which he too frequently states so 
badly that they appear to tell against his own arguments. We need only point 
to the curious jumble of chapter iii., which purports to describe the social position 
of the Jews in the Middle Ages. After. stating that many of the most dis 
tinguished men in arts and science, and even a large proportion of Christian digni 
taries had an admixture of Jewish blood, he goes off into a philosophical 
discussion on the real causes of social distinction, and is evidently misled into 
considering “social evolution "from the point of view of what is termed 
“ Society” in modern fashionable life. Many pages are devoted to this general 
subject, and he next gives us a numberof particular statements about the position 
of Jews at various times and places, without any Teg urd to « ontinuity or order of 
any description ; then returns to theorising and philosophising at large, aad 
suddenly brings in Cossacks and an anecdote of a Mr. Gomez, of New York. to 
show the courage of the Jews. It will surprise no one. who has read vo far, that 
the author then goes back to the time of Harcun al Rashid. In short, anything 
less convincing to an anti-Semite than this chapter can scarcely be imagined. A 
weak Counsel often injures his chent’'s case, and a sharp opponent often takes 
advantage of the openings thus afforded to him. \We can think of no better test 
for a bitter Jew-hater than the third and fourth chapters of this work ; they 
afford opportunities for ridicule, contradiction, corrections as to matter and form, 
and in fact every chance that can be given to an unscrupulous adversary. 

It is also to be regretted that our author finds the English vocabulary 
insuflicient to express his thoughts, and is therefore obliged to coln new 
words. Herearea few specimens : “ Considerateness, “ bucketing up,” “ pawn- 
brokering,” “ financiering.” For the benefit of those who have not the volume 
at hand, it may be well to explain that * bucketing up“ appears to mean hauling 
up by means of a bucket, while the other words seem to answer to the simple 
English of “ consideration,’ “ pawnbroking “ and “ financing.” On the whole, 
we prefer English. | | 

Notwithstanding the very grave faults we bave been compelled to point out 
in “ The Jewish Question,” the author has some bright thoughts and some ideas 
which, if not altogether as new as he thinks them, will bear being put before th: 
public again and again. The book contains plenty of matter, and some of it 
ia distinctly good. Here, for instance, is one of his opinions on the cause of 
anti-Semitism :— 

The feelings of envy and jealousy are unfortunately s9 thoroughly engrained 
in human nature that if success in the acqaisitioa of what is generally alm tted to 
be desirable comes t> such distinctive bodies (as the Jews) the feeling of 
the masses, and unfortunately even of the more educated, rises against them.” 

Or, again, p. 64 :— 

It was by the wondrous design of Providence that the people of Israel was 
dispersed over the world, in order that it might peaetrate with its spirit the whole 
of humanity. 

And a little further on he discourses on the necessity of physical training - 

The Jew must leara his lessoa and try to guard against any posible disease 
within his soul's forces, by emphasising in his elucation the physical side of his 
soul, which he can best do by a proper culture of his own physique, and of all the 
habits which such culture leads to, 

Clumsily as these truths are expressed, we willingly forgive the author's 
faults of language in consideration of his sound views on these aad other kindred 


‘matters. Into the homilies he addresses to Jews ia general and to modern Jews 


in particular, and into the advice he gives them, we cannot enter, for while 
entirely out of sympathy with him on these points, if w ould occupy far too much 
space to endeavour to show the weakness of his arguments.

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CONSCIOUSNESS OF JUDAISM. 


A SERMON DELIVERED AT THE MANCHESTER REFORM SYNAGOGUE ON SATURDAY, 
JUNE 16TH, 1894, BY 


CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, 
Genesis xii.: © In thee shall all the families of the earth be blessed.” 


These famous words in the call and blessing of Abraham are, in all 
probability, mistranslated, The true rendering is: “In, or with thee, all the 
families of the earth shall bless themselves.” Thus the univerealist meaning, 
which has been expounded and emphasised on countless oceasions from countless 
pulpits, is a misapprehension, however excellent, of the original text. All that 
the original writer meant to convey was that other nations should desire for 
themselves the same blissful good fortune which was promised to the seed of 
Abraham. Nevertheless, the Greek and Aramaic translators both accepted the 
other and universalist explanation, and largely through their influence, this grander 
rendering has come to be the one which is most widely and popularly adopted, 
Of the three most famous Jewish commentators in the Middle Ages two have 
given it the sanction of their authority, and in modern times it has been dwelt 
upon with peculiar pride and satisfaction by almost every Jewish preacher. 

In this verse, then, we have a notable example how in the course of ages— 
for some 700 years lay between the composition of the twelfth chapter of 
Genesis and its Greek translation—a wider or more catholic interpretation was 
read into the original text. Other instances could be given where a reverse 
process has taken place, and where the more liberal or universalist meaning of 
the original has been narrowed and degraded by the erroneous explanations of a 
later age. And in these curious facts we may see, as in a figure, the constant 
alternation of attitude of the Jewish people and the Jewish religion towards the 
big, outer world which lies beyond their pale, 

Both the poles of this alternative were caused by religion. It was religion 
which caused that bitter and violent natioralism, producing in its turn that 
consciousness of perfect harmony between its own cause and the cause of God 
which has been imitated with cruel and mournful consequences by many another 
people down even to our own age. It was religion, on the other hand, which 
caused that conception of the Jewish people as the servant of the nations, as 
entrusted with a mission for the benefit of mankind, upon which modern Jewish 
orators often dwell with satisfaction, though they seldom attempt to show how 
the mission is being, or is to be, accomplished. It was religion which induced a 
Talmudic Rabbi to say that the whole object of the Jewish dispersion was the 
making of proselytes, just as it was religion, although a narrow and perverted 
religion, which induced another Rabbi to say that proselytes were a misfortune to 
Israel. On the one hand, religion merely tended to strengthen purely human 
feelings of national solidarity and pride, and to invest them with a mistaken 
sanction of spurious divinity, on the other, by its truly divine power and in virtue 
of the Holy Spirit of God which was working through human instruments, it 
broke through and tore asunder this integument of national self-glory and 
national hate, and soared again and again to noble expressions of liberality and 
universalism. 

By the most developed theologian of the Hebrew Scriptures—I mean the 
second or Babylonian Isaiah—the universalist doctrine is most strongly marked, 
and while in the age of Ezra a contrary tendency set in, yet that same age 
witnessed in all probability the production of those two exquisite writings— 
polemical pamphlets in the cause of universalism, as they really are, though their 
teaching has become obscured by the art of their authors—Jonah and Ruth, And 
with the generation which succeeded Ezra, the era of proselytism began. 

So the two opposite tendencies continue ; the irony of circumstance tending 
mainly and in the long run to help and foster the separatist and national instincts, 
while yet the other and wider view—the view which regards the Jew as-a reli- 
gious brotherhood and only accidentally as a peculiar race—ever and anon broke 
through the obstruction, whether of internal prejudice or external persecution, and 
in the darkest ages of our history was never entirely lost or utterly without its 
prophet and its witness. | 

And, at the present day, in spite of the unfortunate recrudescence of shameful 
persecution and the consequent temporary recrudescence of a waning nationalism, 
the Catholic interpretation of Judaism is slowly but surely gaining ground. It 
is being recognised that the Jews as a religious brotherhood have some religious 
relation, some definite duty to the world beyond, even if that duty at present be 
one of mere silence and aloofness. | 

_ And if Judaism as a community is charged with this duty, then also is the 
individual Jew. For the community, if something more than the sum of its 
members, is nevertheless composed of them. Whatever, then, be the mission of 
Judaism to the outer world, whether it is to teach religious truth by isolation or 
to teach it by attraction, whether it is to help the world by ignoring it, or‘to help 
it by the offer of a share in its own spiritual possessions, a full participation in its 
own religious embodiment, whether it is to diffuse Judaism by maintaining its 
national characteristics or to diffuse it by gradually effacing them, in either case 
and in any variety of each alternative (and these are endless) the issue depends 
on the individuals who compose it. Upon our shoulders, congregants, falls the 
duty, upon us lies the responsibility. Nay, even if you honestly believe that 
Judaism has no present duty to the world beyond, no interest in the nations 
except that there may be always enough Gentiles to light the fires of the elect 
even then, circumscribed though your visions may be, Judaism still owes a dut 
to itself. Fidelity to Judaism as we each of us conceive it—this is the indispen- 
sable condition to the success of its mission, whatever that mission may be. 
Fidelity to Judaism, as you conceive it, this is the stern corollary of your accept- 
ance of its name. So long as each individual can still honestly say, I believe in 
Judaism—whatever sense ie may attach to the’ word—so long is he bound to 
regard and to fulfil the rennenaibiiities of his belief. 

It is tolerably obvious that even as men’s conception of Judaism and of. its 
relation to the world is exceedingly various, so, or little less, varying must also be 
the conception of how they best can show their fidelity to its cause. And I regard 


it as very important that this diversity of conception and of method should He | 


fully recognised and appreciated. It is very important that the keen conscious- 
ness of Judaism should not be appropriated by any single section of the com- 
munity. The progress of Judaism depends, not on attempting to make all Jews 
think alike, or on laying down the limits within which a Jew remains a J ew, but 
in seeking to secure and heighten the religious consciousness of being a Jew in 
the widest possible number of persons. We may take it that no one will desire 
to call himself a Jew who is in any legitimate sense a Christian, a Mahommedan 
or a Buddhist. Within this limit the man who seeks to live the religious life, 


with the consciousness of being a Jew, must find his legitimate place in the’

There are two main methods—and neither, in my opinion, can ba poo 
without some peril both to the individual and to the community—by whic! 
fidelity to Judaism can be displayed. The first method is chiefly (thoyo, nen 
exclusively) shown in a constant and habitual participation in the eutieana 
religious life and outward religious embodiment of the community as such, ‘Ty, 
most obvious instance of this participation is attendance at public wotehin 
Secondly, there is the moral life, lived with conscious intent and desire, jn aaane 
section of our lives, not only in our homes but in our occupations, professions 
and trades, and there is also the inner life of the spirit, the life of prayer, ger. 
sacrifice and love. There is the conscious expression of religion in ‘termes of 
morality, and the constant carrying up of morality to its source and its seat jn 
the love of God. This, also, is a Jewish method, for this intermingling of 
religion and morality, so that each is strengthened and purified by the other. js 
characteristically Jewish. 

But perhaps someone will say that to characterise this method as Jewish js 
to be guilty of arrogance. Is morality or religiousness, it may be asked, the 
exclusive possession of the Jews? And in this objection, though quite honestly 
made, a great danger, as I think, lurks unseen. Who would deny that other 
creeds also teach and practise religiousness and morality ? But that which is 9 
quality of one creed may be also a quality of another. If [ could magicilly 
detect the three best men and the three best women in this synagogue, and 
compel them by my wizardry to step forward publicly together, we should find 
that some of the most admirable and distinctive qualities of the first were share] 
by one or more of their fellows. But shall we say that because, for example. 
the humility of A. is matched and equalled by the humility of B., therefore 
humility is not a special characteristic and a peculiar grace of either B. or A.? 
To lie is un-English, says the Englishman, and [ hope with truth ; to lie is ua- 
German, says the German, and | hope he too is here no liar. May we therefore 
not claim truth as part of the Englishman’s character and as parcel of his 
national creed ? 

The objection is, therefore, to my thinking, groundless.. But it is also 
dangerous. There are a large number of persons in our midst who are commonly 
called non-observant Jews. Now, I do not wish to protect Or excuse these per- 
sons, although I am aware that, judged by a certain standard, I should be regarded 
as a non-observant Jew mwnvself. But using the words roughly, I notice a double 
tendency ; the observer is inclined to think that the non-observer is nota Jew, 
The non-observer is also inclined to think that the observer's Judgment of him 
is correct. 

Now, speaking generally, the observant Jew who also strives to live this 
full moral and religious life of which I spoke before, is a more perfect Jew than 
he who lives the life but is wholly non-observant. Religion, too, needs its embodi- 
ment, and I am seriously inclined to believe that several generations of non- 
observance would result in a decay of inward religiousness and a weakening of 
outward morality. Nevertheless, it, will be acknowledged on all hands that the 
more important part of a man’s religion, the more important part, therefore, | do 
not hesitate to say of a Jew’s Jewish religion, is the moral life which he leads 
and the moral and religious character which he ts. 

Now, this being so, I will venture to say that Judaism would not be ha:med, 
but on the contrary, would be materially benefited, if both the observer aw/ the 
non-observer would recognise that he who accepts the essentials of the Jewish 
creed and lives up to them, who loves God and seeks to express that Jove in his 
life, who tries todo God’s will on earth, as in his home, so also in his daily work 
and occupation,—that such a person is not only a good man, but in the most 
essential elements of our religion, a good Jew, and doing yeoman service to the 
Jewish cause, 

For the strict observer, if he recognises and realises this truth, will be less 
downcast in his estimate of our religious future, and, may I add, he will peraaps 
also be somewhat less self satisfied in his own religious condition. He will seek 
to make the nobility of his life and the beauty of his character rival and equal the 
rigidity of his observance, and thus to increase the number of those whom we 
have already recognised as the most perfect members of our faith in whom the 
outward and inward life of religion are in serene and flawless harmony with one 
another. He will not abandon the attempt to make the non-observant Jew more 
observant, but he will do this, not on the assumption that the man who holds to 
our conception of God and his service, and leads a noble life is only a good man, 
but not yeta good Jew, but on the assumption that he is indeed a good Jew, 
though not a perfect one, that he must above all things be recognised as @ met:

If there is 
room for higher knowledge and better life, then is there still room for devotion to 
the cause of Judaism. A distinguished Christian divine is reported to have said 
to certain wavering outsiders: “If you cannot come to us with the miracles, 
then, in God’s name, com: to us without them.” May I not with better reason 
say to our wavering outsiders, ‘‘ If you cannot come to us with the forms, then, 
in God's name, come to us without them.” Know yourselves as Jews, love God, 
live the highest life youcan, and you will learn to feel the need of forms from 
within.

CHILDREN’S COUNTRY HOLIDAY FUND. 

Mrs. Hermatin Adler and several Jewish supporters of the Children’s 
Country Holiday Fund were present on Friday afternoon at the drawing room 
meeting in the Mansion House in aid of the undenominational fund for sending 
children for a fortnight’s holiday in the country. We have had occasion to 
refer to this excellent work before, Mr. B, L. Cohen, M.P., being amongst 
the speakers at the meeting which was held a month ago under the presidency 
of the Duke of Fife. Last year, Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., M.P., spoke on 
behalf of the Jewish children who also enjoy the inestimable benefit of this 
fortnight in quiet homes amid green fields, away from the squalor and heat of 
the poor quarters of London, and in accordance with the usual plan of the 
society, a Jewish representative was invited on this occasion in the person of 
Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, whose name figured on the card of invitation as one 
of those who would address the meeting. A letter of apology, however, was 
read from Mr. Montefiore, who being absent from town (to fulfil an enyage- 
ment to preach at Manchester) was unable to fulfil his promise, 

The Report for 1893 of the Committee of. the Jewish Branch of 
the Children’s Country Holidays Fund has just been issued. ‘10 children 
were sent for a fortnight’s stay in the country, the largest number 
since the formation of the Branch, But when it is remembered that 
there are 15.000 Jewish children living in the East End, it will be seen that there 
is still much scope for an extension of the Committee’s work. No case of infec- 
tious disease occurred among the large number of children sent to the country, 
a fact that testifies to the care exercised generally. The children were sent to 
Swathling, Upper Warlingham, Eastbourne, St. Leonard's, Polegate, Kelvedon, 
Gravesend, Waltham Abbey, and New Brompton. UL nfortunately this year the 
Committee start with a deficit, and at least £300 will be required to provide for 
the same number of children as was sent to the country last summer. Asin 
previous years, we shall be pleased to receive contributions in aid of the Fuad,

On account of bis removal from Christchurch he was compelled to resign bis 
seat on the Waimakiriri River Board, which he he!d for a considerable time.

You begin to see how vitally important it was for the king's a to 
make out of the disappearance of the boy Hugh a concerted plan of all the Jews, 
and especially of all the richest Jews of England to commit a vile and sacri- 
ligious felony. If it had been merely a case of murder by asingle Jew the king’s 
interest would be confined to the estate of a single individual. But if by any 
means it could be shown than it was a conspiracy of all the Jews, the king would 
once more get a terrible hold of them and their purses. His plan was perfectly 
successful ; not alone did he obtain the estates of the eighteen Jews who were 
hanged, but there can be little doubt that he received ample compensation for 
the pardon of the rest. I deduce this from the fact that while the Franciscans 
and Dominicans who could only appeal to his conscience or his mercy were 
unsuccessful in obtaining “ pardon” for the Jews, this was granted them at the 
request of Earl Richard, who had the control of the purse of the whole Jewry. 
Thus a close scrutiny of the historical records, if it does not altogether clear up 
the mystery of little Hugh’s death or disappearance, at least enables us to 

enetrate to the motives which raised it into a martyrdom and implicated all the 

Sout of England in the alleged sacrilegious crime. 

It is worth while inquiring at this point what foundation there was for the 
statement that most of the Jews of England had collected together at Lincoln at 
this time under the pretext of celebrating a marriage. It was this fact combined 
with Jopin’s confession which lent colour to the supposition that the death of 
little Hugh partook of the character of a ritual murder. I think I can suggest 
an appropriate occasion for such a gathering at such time. Sixteen years later, in 
1271, we find a deed—perhaps the most interesting one in Mr. Davis’ book (”)—in 
which Belleassez, daughter of the Rav Bsarachyah ben Rav Moshe, betrothes her 


. daughter, Judith, to a young man in Lincoln, the marriage to take place in four 


years’ time showing that little Judith was not yet of marriageable age and that 
her mother, Belleassez, was still a comparatively young woman. I suggest that 
it was to attend Belleassez’s marriage that the chief Jews of England were 
in Lincoln at the end of August, 1255. 

For her father, Rav Berachyah, was by far the greatest Jewish scholar 
living in England at the time of the tragedy. He is frequently mentioned in the 
Tosaphists and Halachic works (*) with great respect as Berachyah of Nicoll in 
Lincoln. He was in some way connected with the trial for there is in Kymer.s 
Foedera a document dated 7th January, 1255, releasing Magister Benedict fil 
Mosse de Londres from the Tower and declaring his innocence of the alleged 
crucifixion (*). If he could account for the festivities in his house as the 
accompaniment of his daughter's marriage, the suspicion which might attach 
to the rest who had travelled to attend the marrige did not apply to him and he 
was accordingly released two months before the rest. 

I think, too, I can suggest where the marriage of Belleassez took place. The 
Jews House in Lincoln at the bottom of the steep hill is associated with the name 
of Bellaset of Wallingford, and it has already been suggested by Canon Venables 
of Lincoln (*) that she is identical with Belleassez, daughter of Ray. Berachyah. 
It was probably Berachyah’s .house at the time, and became part of Bellasez’s 
dower, or was left to her at her father’s death. It would accordingly be at this 
house—the finest private residence of its period still extant in England (??)—that 
the chief Jews of England assembled to do honour to their greatest scholar, and 
their rejoicings were turned to tragic dismiy by the discovery of little Hugh's 
remains, 

So much for what History has to say or conjecture as to the fate of Hugh of 
Lincola, and the still worse fate of the Jews accuse! of his death. Let us,if we 
can, obtain any further light from that handmaid to history, Archeology, which 
deals with the physical remains of man’s activity upon the earth. Can we, for 
example, find any signs of the existence of Hugh? For it by no means follows 
that in a medieval case of this kind, when a Jew was accused of murder, 
there should necessarily exist anybody who had been murdered. The late M. 
Isidore Loeb, whose loss for Jewish history is almost irreparable, studied carefully 
a Spanish case very analogous to that of Hugh of Lincoln (*). When I was at 
Toledo I was struck with a fresco on the cathedral walls, which I was informed 
dealt with the fate of El Nino de la Guardia. The picture represented a little 
lad transfixed on a cross, and around him a crowd of scoffing Jews. Well, M. 
Loeb went carefully into this case, of which the records are very voluminous and 
detailed, giving an account of the torment and punishment of some fourteen 
Jews who were implicated in the so-called crime. He came to the conclusion, 
for which he gives well-founded reasons, that the little lad of la Guardia never 
existed at all, and that the Jews were accused and punished for the murder 
of a non-existent corpse (*). Can this possibly have been the case with 
Hugh of Lincoln? and can English justice in the thirteenth century 
have been so ‘hasty and unjust as to punish for crimes with 
out any evidence of a corpus delicti? Here Archeology comes to our aid, and 
eaables us after a lapse of six hundred and fifty years to state that little Hugh of 
Lincoln was a lad of about four feet two inches high, and therefore well grown 
for his age of eight ; that his face was round rather than long, and that if any 
violence was done to him, at least none of his bones were broken. You may per- 
haps wonder by what magic archeology can use a time telescope of this descrip- 
tion. ‘The answer is very simple. In 1791, some repairs were being imide at 
Lincoln Cathedral, and beneath a shrine which had always been traditionally con- 
necte 1 with the boy Hugh, was found a stone coffin containing a skeleton which 
was obviously that of a lad, and which, there was no reason for doubting, was 
actually that of St. Hugh (*). When these bones was thus exhumed, there 
happened to be visiting in Lincoln an artist named Grimm, who took very thorough 
and accurate drawing: of the stone coffin and its contents for Bishop Kaye, who 
then held the S2e of Lincoln. Kaye’s topographical collections ultimately came 
into possession of the British Maseum, which attracts such things to itself like 
the magnetic mountain of Sindbad (*). 


During my researches in connection with the Anglo Jewish Historical 


_ Exhibition of 1887, I came across these drawings and thus found that we are 


practically able to see with our own eyesthe actual bones of the little martyr. But 
dead men tell no tales, and dry bones cannot speak. Though this tind of 
mine is of interest, even if the interest be perhaps a somewhat gruesome one 
it stil fails to solve the question of the guilt or otherwise of the Jews. 
_ _ It was indocd stated at the time of their discovery, that no dust was found 
in the coffia, therefore the story of the evisceration of the little lad was thereb 

confirmed. But this is asomewhat imaginative inference from the facts of the 
case. The bones, at iany rate, were intact. No very extreme violence could 
have been used to the boy, but whether he died by accident or by malice by 
cruelty or by chance, Archaeology telleth not. .

The ancient Jewry of Lincoln ranged from the Aaron of Lincola’s House at 
the top of the Steep Hill to the end of the Straight, just where it enters High 
Street ; in earlier days there was a gate here known as St. Duanstan’s Lock but 
previously as Demestall’s Lock : it was through this Lock, tradition states, that 
little Hugh went on to hisdoom. As you may see from the plan, he had not far 
to go. Midway up the Straight, on the left hand side, are the thres houses 
which local tradition associates with the early Jews of Lincoln. 

The open spic3 at the juaction of the Scraight aad the Steep Hill was, there 
can be little doubt, the scene of the tragedy. Nearly opposite Bull Riag Terrace, 
so named from the Bull-baiting that used to take place in the ope: space at the 
end of it, is the Jew’s House associated with the name of Ballaset of Wallingford. 
Tnis is on the left hand side of the Steep Hill going up, next door to this higher 
up is a house which, Mr. Haes informs me, is said by popular tradition to have 
been the old Jewish Synagogue. By this is a lane still called Jews’ Court, and 
the next house is still pointed to as the place where little Hugh met his fate: in 
this house there still exists a pit or well which was pointed out to Mr. Haes as 
the very spot where the boy’s remiins were cast. Here Are aeology passes over 
into Tradition.
